In 1907, when 910 people were killed 


while trespassing ou Pennyslvania 
Ballroad propeity, tbe management of 
that company inaugurated a campaign 
to educate the public in the dangers 
of trespassing. The co-operation of 
city and county authorities was in- 
vited, and wide publicity was given 
to the efforts the company was mak- 
ing to put an end to this evil which 
was annually costing so many people 
thtlr lives. As a result of Ihe efforts 
ol its ofllceis and employes, a reduc- 
tion of 178, or more than 18 per cent 
In the nuuibei of trespassers killed on 
the Pennsylvania Ballroad in 190B 
was elected. The railroad's activi- 
ties in this direction were redoubled
